The following extracts from the ad- 
dress of Captain Birdwhistle at the 
Y. M. C. A. on Tuesday indicate the 
course being followed in the extension 
of the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion in Edmonton and the objects of 
the organization: 

“The objects of the 
summarised are: 


“First, the instruction of persons in 
rendering first aid in case of accident 
or sudden illness, and the transport of 
the sick and injured. 

“Second, the instruction of persons 
in the clementary principles and prac. 
tice of home nursing. 

“Third, the instruction of persons in 
the principles of domestic hygiene and 
Sanitation, 

“Fourth, the carrying wut of works 
of relief of suffering of the sick or 
injured in time of peace or war. 

“Fifth, the organization of Auxili- 
ary voluntary aid centres to be utilized 
in time of war. 

“About a year ago it was decided by 
those interested to organize the work

The 
little things are just what make the 
difference, and the ‘don'ts’ loom up 
large for efficiency. The classes held 
in this subject must appeal to the la- 
dies, and these classes can be held in 
Schools and the knowledge spread 
throughout the country. 

“The third object must appeal to all 
of us. 

The instruction of persons in the 
principles of hygiene and Sanitation. 

“We all recognize the advance that 
has been made in this subject in the 
past few years, and it is part of the 
work of the Association to spread the 
knowledge in Means and methods of 
making the people understand that so 
many of the diseases that mankind 
suffers from are preventable, are also 
preventable by simple domestic pre- 
caution, 

“The fourth object is: The carry- 
ing out of works of retief in time of 
peace and also in time of war. 

“Immediate organized aid in any 
calamity saves much suffering, by the 
effectiveness with which the work is 
carried on. When a town is Wiped out 
by fire as was Cambelton, or as any 
other town might, be in this wooded 
eountry of ours, the demand for aid 
is urgent and immediate. This Asso.

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LABOR’ CONDITIONS 
GOOD IN DECEMBER 


Local Correspondent of Labor Gazctte 
Reports Market Active at Close of 
the Year and Reviews Statistics 
Showing Progress, 

Mr. P. C. Foley, Edmonton corres- 
pondent of the Labor Gazette, Ot- 
tawa, reviews the situation here in 
the current issue as follows:— 

“The condition of the labour mar- 
ket during the month was active; the 
open weather permitting outdoor 
work to be continued throughout the 
month, 

The demand for building mechanics 
was not as great as last month, but 

vould compare favorably with that of 
-he same month @ year ago. During 
October every department of public 
business showed a substantial increase 
over the corresponding month of last 
year. The largest gain was in cus- 
toms’ receipts, where an increase of 
over ten thousand dollars, from $20,- 
255.36 to $30,869.64, was made, and 
in bank clearings, which totalled $6,- 
927,932.60, as against $4,464,148 in 
October, 1909. 

“October, 1910, was a busier month 
fon building than the same month a 
year ago; permits issued last month 
were valued at $146,874, compared 
with $83,535 in October of last year. 

“The value of stamps sold at the 
post office during last month was $7,- 
864, as against $5,864 during Octo- 
ber, 1909. The street railway carried 
331,096 passengers during the month 
as compared with 242,666 during Oc- 
tober, 1909. Wholesale and retail 
trade was active, 

“The strike called by the Plasterers’ 
International union on October 25th 
to enforce a demand on the Builders’ 
Exchange for an agreement with that 
body, was called off on the nineteenth 
inst., the men returning to work un- 
der the same conditions as prevailed 
before the strike, with this exception, 
that all the building trades (except 
the bricklayers) have pledged them- 
selves, through the local council of 
the building trades department of 
the American Federation of Labor, to 
assist the plasterers in enforcing the 
‘closed shop.’ 

“Agriculture—The report of. the 
minister of agriculture for the past 
ten and a half months tabled in the 
legislature on the twenty-fifth instant 
shows the acreage under seed wheat 
for the past fall is 180,000 acres as 
against 128,000 for the previous year. 

“The dairy commissioner reports 
the dairy production of the province 
as being somewhat smaller this year 
than last, owing to short pastures 
during the spring and early summer. 

“During the season, fifty-nine 
creameries and twelve cheese factories 
were Operatd as compared with fifty- 


three creameries and eleven cheese 
factories last year. The output ag- 
gregated about eighty-five per cent. 
of that of 1909, 

“In the report of the chief game 
guardian the fur returns show that 
small dealers handled 234,337 and 


671,986, muskrat 
pelts, The total transactions show 
that furs to the value of $641,778.05 
passed through the hands of the var- 
ious dealers. 

“Lumbering—Lumber companies 
have sent a large number of men to 
the woods the past few weeks. Men 
thrown out of work by the closing 
down of grading operations on the 
different railays are thus given an 
opportunity toe procure employment 
during the winter. 

“Railway Construction—While a 
number of railway contractors have 
closed down for the winter months, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific have a large 
number of men at work west of Ed- 
ison and the reports are that they in. 
tend working as late in the season 
as possible. 

“As in former years a number of 
bricklayers and masons have gone to 
points south and west to work during 
the winter months, those remaining 
in the city were actively employed. 
Carpenters and joiners were busy. 
Lathers were busy. Plasterers were 
very active during the latter part of 
the month, Painters, paper hangers, 
plumbers, steamfitters and stone cut- 
ters were active. bullders’ labourers 
were active, except during the plast-

COLD WEATHER 


FOLLOWS STORM 


Heavy Fall of Snow Welcomed by

Cincinnatti, Ohio, Jan. 11—Two men 
prominent in business circles ef this 
city were among the missing when 
morning dawned over the ruins of 
the chamber of commerce building, 
destroyed by fire last night. The mis- 
sing men are Brent Marshall, vice- 
president of the grain brokerage firm 
of Early and Daniels, which was de- 
etroyed in last night's conflagration, 
‘and Chas. 8. Sibbard, cashier of the

CALGARY TO LIMIT 
HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 


Vire Chief Proposes That Not More 
Than Eight Storeys Be Allowed— 
Building Inspector Endorses The 


Proposal, 

Calgary, Jan. 10.—"I strongly en- 
dorse the recommendation which 
Chier Smart makes in his report for 


the framing of a bye-law to limit the 
height of buildings in the city to eight 


stories, or between 90 and 100 feet 
high,” said Building Inspector Harri- 
son today. “There is no reason why 


buildings should be erected to a great- 
er height than that. Calgary is not 
like New York or any of the older 
cities where property is so expensive 
that only the most Wealthy people can 
buy and build. We have al] the land 
we want on which to build. The prai- 
ries are limitiess, and theie is ample 
room for expansion and the building 
up of a large city. While property is 
increasing in value here, it has not 
reached a figure which may in any 
sense be termed prohibitive 

“I think that Calgary should have a 
bye-law such as Chief Smart is recom- 
mending. It will not only protect the 
people from the d rs of a big con- 
flagration at some time and the 
means of saving lives, but it will keep 
down the insurance rates and save the 
purchase of expensive apparatus.” 

Chief Smart is a very ardent 
vocate of the bye-laws limiting the 
height of buildings and says that in 
the larger cities they are beginning to 
realize the folly of permitting the 
erection of skyscrapers, 

Fire Chief Dick Croker, of 
York, we says, is advocating the 
Striction of the height of buildings 

It has been proved time and iin 
that the fire-fighters are practically 
helpless in combating fires in high 
buildings. They find it impossible to 
reach the tops of them with the hose, 
and the highest fire escapes made are

not nearly high enough to rescue 
people from the top stories. When a 
fire once gets to the top of a sky- 
scraper the firemen cannot reach it, 
and the burning material falls down 
upon adjoining structures, in’ many 
cases cleaning out whole’ blocks of 


buildings. 

He is recommending the purchase 
of a fire-escape eighty-five feet in 
height, and thinks that while there is 
yet time to prevent it, no building 
over 100 feet in height should be per- 
mitted,

Toronto, Jan. 10—Canada, from an 


immigration standpoint, has nothing 


to fear in the attempt of the authori- 


ties of the United States to divert the 
trek of the American farmers from 
Canada to the Southern States, 
cording to Mr. L. O. Armstrong, col- 
onization and industrial agent of the 
Cc. P. R., who has just returned from 
St. Louls. 

Mr. Armstrong has been in St. 
Louis on behalf of his company, as 
ant exhibitor for Canada at the Land 
show, held there under the auspices 
of the different railways having lines 
in the sunny southland. These rail- 
ways, he sald, originated the idea, for 
the express object of heading off emi- 
gration from the Western States of 
the American union into Canada. 


uc- 


“I made a special effort to examine 
all the attractions and inducements 
offered by the south,” said Mr. Arm- 
strong. “I came away satisfied that 
Canada has nothing\to fear. South of 
St. Louis neither good potatoes nor 
apples can be raised. The quantity 
and appearance are apparently satis- 
factory, but the flavor is altogether 
lacking. So wealthy people buy their 
potatoes and apples from the north, 
and it is so wigh all other vegetables. 
The glory of the country as,a pro- 
ducer of eatables has departed." 

“So it is with the wheat,"’ con- 
tinued Mr, Armstrong. “In 15868, 
when I commenced railway work on 
the old Ohio and Mississippi railway, 
which is now a part of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, the one great source of rev- 
enue lay in the handling of flour. St. 
Louis as the centre and when that 
cereal was spoken of St. Louis was 
in the mind's eye. 


“When people spoke, a few years 
later, ofraising wheat as far north as 


St. Paul in Minnesota, the idea was 
laughed to scorn in St. Louis. It was 
thought absurd to figure on any 


quantity of wheat being raised there. 
it was admitted, of course, that some 
portion of the crop would escape the 


| frost, but Minnesota as a wheat coun- 


try could never be considered, 

“Ten years later," Mr. Armstrong 
added, “I stood on the banks of the 
Red River in Manitoba, and wonder 
ed if that country would ever produce 
enough Wheat to supply even the few 
indians, half-breeds and government 
officials, Now, and during the past 
two years, Winnipeg has been the 
wheat centre of America, and we re- 
aliz that the. wheat belt will extend 
right up to Alaska. 

“We have a virgin soil and a cli- 
mate that enables the individual in 
Canada to do two or thre@ times the 
work the southerner can. This fact 
alone will enable three great trans- 
continental railways to grow wealthy, 

“H found tha people at that Land 
show exceedingly broadminded and 
anxious to learn all they could about 
Canada. But this was in St, Louis. 
Chicago was obdurate, and so keen 
Was the opposition of the railways 
there that we found it absolutely im- 
possible to have a Canadian land ex- 
hibit installed. But lam going back 
to St. Louis to resume lecturing, in 
the /latter end of January. I am 
booked to address the St. Louiq uni- 
versity, which, by the way, las a 
particularly strong awNcultural de- 
partment. The Germans of the dis- 
trict, too, are all deeply interested In 
Canada.”

the bank was healthy, it was thought 
it would be out of the question to lo 
continue unless something drastic was 
done. 

The late H.C, Hammond was in 
duced to become president during the 
period of reorganization. G. W. Yar- 
ker, then manager of the chief branch 
of the Pank of Montreal in this city, 
was induced to become general man- 
ager But not even tha efforts of the 
wisest sufficed td resuscitate the bank 
Its doors closed finally in January, 
1688. All the note holders and dey 
tors were paid in full. The capital of 
the Federal amounted to $1,250,000, 
Iw total assets at the time of suspen 
sion were $4,569,113 and its tbhilltie 
$3,449,449 

The Central bank was a simal! one, 
but at the outset it did a very profit- 
able business Vith a capital of only 
half a million dollars, it carried on 
deposit funds amounting to four times 
that sum. Looking back at the events 
of that day, it appears certain that the 
directors were not sufficiently in touch 
with the operations of the feneral 
manuger That individual, instead of 
Jimiting the amount of money loaned 
t any One party, practically placed 
the entire capital in the hands of half 
a dosen individuals 

One of the directors was loaned 
$100,000, a broker got $133,000 
scallawag obtained $100,000 with 
worthless diamonds as security ,and 
two compdnies got $100,000 ea The 
difectors,aside from the bad judgment 
of the manager, wanted to gu a little 
fabter than their capital would allow 
ad when they got into difficultics 
they showed lack of resource in ex- 
tricating themselves Refraining from 
aay appeal to the other banks, they 
mide this as & last resort only after 
the credit of the Institution had suf- 
tered The Central bank's assets at 
the time of the Suspension amounted 
to $3,231,518, and its total liabilities 
to $2,631,378. The noteholders were 
Paid in full, and the depositors got 
992-3 of the moneys coming to them, 

Banks Gave Guaranice 

In the case of the Ontario bank, 
when it became apparent that busi- 
néss could not be carried on without 
Ome external assistance, representa.

THREE COAL BARGES BATTERED i 
TO PIECES OFF COAST OF 
CAPE COD, | 

; 


Highland Light, Maas., Jan. 10—The 
worst disaster the life guards of the 
storm-lashed coast of grim Cape Cod 
had seen In more than 12 years oc- 
curred today on the treacherous sand 
bars off the peaked hills. The surf 
men stood on the beach with their 
apparatus unable to render assistance, 
while three coal barges were battered 
to pieces and all on board, 17 In all. 
lost their lives in the breakers. 

The barges were the Treverton, 
Corbin and Pine Forest, valued to- 
gether at $125,000. With the excep-| 
tion of Captain Brown, of the Tre- 
verton, who belonged to Lincolnville, 
Maine, and Captain Hall, of the Pine 
Forest, a Provincetown man, the 
drowned sailors were Philadelphians. 

Broke Away From Tug. 

As two of the barges, the Treverton | 
and Corbin broke up very quickly, it 
is believed that 12 lives were lost 
within an hour after the barges broke 
away from the tug Lyken, about 3 
a.m, and went into the breakers, Five 
other seamen were seen clinging des- | 
perately to the Pine Forest until mid- 
forenoon, When in attempting to reach 
shore in their small boat they were 
lost | 

The tug Lyken, of the Reading | 
Coal Company, started from Phila- 
delphia last week with the barges in 
tow. Coming over the Nantucket 
shoals Monday, a heavy south-wester 
was encountered. She met the full 
force of the gale in the evening at the 
bend of the arm in the cape.

EXTENSION OF WATER MAIN.

$700,000 FOR SUGAR FRAUDS, 


American Refining Company Offer 
This Amount In Settlement, 


Washington, Jan, 9.—The American 


Sugar and Refining Company sent a 
cheque for $700,000 to the treasury 
department in settlement of the frauds 
disclosed at the New York Customs 
office. Secretary McVeagh has not as 
yet accepted the money, but has heen 
advised to do so by District Attorney 
Wise, of New York. The acceptance 
of this money will not prevent further 
action by the Government against the 
company. The first offer of the com- 
pany was $200,000 in settlement of 
the claims, but District Attorney Wise 
advised against its acceptance, 

The last offer was for $500,000, 
which the officers of the sugar com- 
pany said was the last cent, but the 
figures were finally raised to $700,000,

The feel- 
ing in immigration circles is that whil, 
anarchists of a dangerous character 
more likely to seek refuge in the 
centres of population in the 
United States, they might consider 
their chance of getting there safely 
through Canada as better than by way 
of New York or other American ports,
